But since Ihey don't, they have 
neglected to mention one or Its potential 
properties. We shall attempt to remedy that 
omission. 

ir anthallaii can do away with hay fever, 
then, as a sort of by-product. It should also 
clfect some slight Improvement in human re 
latlons. And goodness knows that even a little 
Improvement will be helplul in these troubled 
limes. 

Only a hay tever surrcrcr or one who Is near 
and dear to him will understand this line ol 
reasoning. The rest may be rorglven lor not 
knowing thai hay (ever produces indignation 
as well as threatened strangulation. Even 
while It scorches the throat, suffuses the 
swollen eye, and releases the endless rreshets 
or a raw and tender nose, 11 fllla the victim's 
heart with a blind and lutlie resentment or 
his fellow man. 

Why? Because hay lever is one of those 
painful and annoying ills that etrlke the 
healthy, heartless onlooker aa being terribly 
funny. It is in a class with sore leet. sunburn 
and the mumpa. Nobody laughs at earache. 
Indigestion or a broken leg. Bui those other 
ailments too oflon arouse fiendish hilarity 
In the heartless. 

Sufferers from other allergies are olten 
spared the guffaws. Enough mystery sur- 
rounds a person's sensitivity to such pleasant 
companions aa dogs and eats or so common- 
place a commodity as house dust as to tem- 
per Immoderate merriment. But the unhappy 
soul who looks forward to August and Sep- 
tember as a heretic might have looked for- 
ward to the Inquisition can expect scant sym- 
pathy. 

Perhaps a word should be said in defense 
of this snickering lack of compassion. The 
sneeze, though a common enough phenome^ 
non, is still a ridiculous contortion. The hay 
fever victim carries It to rldlculou,^ extremes. 
At the height of the season he may sneeze 
once every 10 or 15 seconds. 

The longer he sneezes the less he Is able 
to muffle the volume of these respiratory ex- 
plosions. He drowns out conversation and 
necessarily becomes the center of attention. 
And as his sneezos become more unbridled, 
. his countenance becomes more doleful. He Is 
a sick and miserable man. But even the most 
compassionate may find It hard to keep a 
straight face, if only because of embarrass- 
ment. 

But that Is no comfort to the victim. To see 
his dlscomlort a source or amusement to 
others adds Insult to asthma. It fills him with 
a desire to pass among his friends with a 
shillelagh, or else retire to a remote cave un- 
til after the first frost. 

Now, hopefully, anthallan is going to end 
all that. The ragweed will become as noth' 
Ing, The goldenrod will be a thing of beauty. 
The dog will again become man's best friend. 
And millions, freed from the bonds of allergy, 
will love the whole world. Peace, It's wonder- 
ful. 



NOBLE EXPERIMENT 

Let's all stand and give a cheer for the Pere 
Marquette railway, which is launching an 
experiment to banish tipping In its dining 
cars as a "tyranny of custom." 

Tipping is the bane of the city dweller's and 
the traveler's existence. It has become de- 
grading to both giver and receiver and a 
breeder or ill-feeling- No longer is It a gesture 
of gratitude. It is the price of minimum cour- 
tesy and an escape from embarrassment. 

The urban dweller finds that he must tip 
an increasing number of persons — the head
